Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 4/4/2008 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal 
disclaimer has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-28 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is directed towards the automatic selection, recording and meaningful labeling 
of tracks from broadcast media streams. Independent claims uniquely identify the 
distinct features, " automatically selecting zero or more tracks within said segment in 
accordance with said content information and said track preferences: automatically 
clipping each of said selected tracks in said segment by determining track start and end 
times: automatically final recording each of said clipped tracks to a recording medium: 
and automatically labeling each of said final recorded tracks with a meaningful label 
derived from said content information ." The prior art does not anticipate or render the 
underlined above obvious.
